The  office  of  High  Sheriff  is  one  of  great  antiquity  and  honour.  The  holiler 
of  the  dignity  was  called  Vice-Comes,  as  being  the  deputy  of  the  Comes  or 
Earl  to  whom  the  custody  of  the  shire  was  committed  at  the  first  division  of 
England  into  counties ;  but  the  Earls  in  process  of  time,  by  their  high 
employment  and  attendance  on  the  King's  person,  not  being  able  to  transact 
the  business  of  the  county,  were  released  from  the  burden  thereof,  reserving 
to  themselves  the  honour,  but  transferring  the  labour  to  the  Sheriffs,  or 
Vice-Comes. 

These  officers  were  formerly  chosen  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  several 
counties,  for  it  was  ordained  b)'  Statute  28th  Edward  I.  that  the  people  shoukl 
have  an  election  of  Sheriff;  this  election,  however,  was  not  entirely  vested  in 
the  Commons,  but  required  the  Royal  approbation.  These  elections,  growing 
tumultuous,  were  discontinued  by  Statute  9th  Edward  II.,  which  enacted  that 
the  Sheriff  should  henceforth  be  nominated  by  the  Chancellor,  Treasurer, 
and  the  Judges;  and  by  Statute  of  Cambridge,  12th  Richard  II.,  these 
dignitaries,  together  with  the  Keeper  of  the  Privy  Seal,  Clerk  of  the  Rolls, 
and  others,  were  sworn  to  act  indifferently,  and  "  to  name  no  man  that  suith 
to  be  put  into  office,  but  such  only  as  they  shall  judge  to  be  the  best  and 
most  sufficient." 

Sheriffs,  by  virtue  of  several  old  Statutes,  are  to  continue  in  office  no 
longer  than  one  year;  and  Statute  ist  Richard  II.  ordains  that  no  man  having 
served  the  office  one  year  can  be  compelled  to  serve  again  within  three  years 
after. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  a  Sheriff  were  those  of  a  Ministerial  Officer  of 
the  Superior  Courts  of  Justice,  and  Keeper  of  the  King's  Peace,  or  the  King's 
Bailiff. 

The  Sovereign's  Letters  Patent  appointing  the  new  Sheriff  used  com- 
monly to  bear  date  the  6th  of  November.

T}iE  ceremony  of  nominating  High  Sheriffs  dates  from  the  ninth  year  of 
Echvard  II.,  as  regards  the  English  counties,*  and  was  made  an  annual 
occurrence  by  the  14th  Edward  III.,  Statute  i,  Chap.  7.  Sheriffs  for  the 
Welsh  Counties  were  formerly  nominated  by  the  Lord  President,  Council, 
and  Justices  of  Wales,  and  the  names  so  chosen  were  certified  to  the  Sovereign. 
These  Welsh  officials  were  abolished  during  the  reign  of  William  and 
Mary,  and  the  Sheriffs  were  nominated  for  many  years  by  the  Justices  of 
(ireat  Sessions,  and  certified  to  the  Privy  Council.  But  now,  by  Act.  8  Vict., 
Chap.  II,  they  are  nominated  in  the  same  manner  and  on  the  same  day 
as  the    English  Sheriffs. 

The  appointment,  or  "  pricking,"  is  usually  made  at  the  first  or  second 
Royal  Council  in  every  year,  and  is  performed  by  the  Sovereign  passing  the 
point  of  a  golden  bodkin  through  one  of  the  names  in  each  County  appearing 
on  a  Roll  prepared  by  the  Qiieen's  Remembrancer,  thus  appointing  the 
Siicriff  for  the  ensuing  year.

The  family  of  Rymer  is  of  considerable  antiquity^  and  the  name  is  upon  the  Roll  of 
the  Norman  Knights  who  came  over  with  William  the  Conqueror,  found  in  Battle  Abbey 
at  the  dissolution  of  the  Monasteries.  (See  Fuller's  '  Church  History  of  Great  Britain.') 

Shaw,  in  his  '  General  Chronology  of  England'  (page  103),  says,  "And  now  because 
those  Houses  may  not  be  unremembered  unto  whom  King  William  disposed  the  lands 
and  possessions  of  this  Realm  for  their  good  service,  I  have  thought  good  to  publish  the 
names  of  them  as  heretofore  I  have  done  out  of  the  Chronicles  of  Normandy  gathered 
by  William  Tayleur  of  Rhoan — '  The  Archers  of  the  Vale  of  Rueill  and  of  Brchieill  and 
of  many  other  places.'     The  second  name  is  '  Le  Sire  de  la  Rimer.'  "
